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MICRONESTAN VISITORS 
AAGEA 


In previous years, visitors 
traveled to Micronesia in Spanish 
galleons, New England whaling ves- 
sels, pirate ships and Japanese 
submarines. Today, visitors ar- 
rive on modern jets and cruise 
ships. Yet, although the aodes 
of transportation have changed, 
the reasons for going have re- 
mained very auch the sage -- Mi- 
cronesia with its tropical sun 
and sparkling ocean has always 
been an ideal area to find a ha- 
ven to relax, renew and refresh. 

The 2,060 islands and atolls 
of the Pacific which comprise Mi- 
cronesia were first encountered 
by the Western World in 1521 dur- 
ing Ferdinand Magellan's historic 
around-the-world voyage. Later 
on, Guam became an important stop- 
over for the Manila galleons, 
while during the mid-nineteenth 
cenlury Pohnpei and Kosrae be- 
came favorite winter retreats for 
American whalers. A few decades 
later, Palau, Yap and the Mar- 
Shalls were profitable locations 
for Germans to trade for dried co- 
conut and sea cucuaber.. 

Despite all of this interna- 
tional contact throughout the cen- 
turies, Micronesia has remained 
obscurely known, especially when 
compared to its romaticized neigh- 
boring island group, Polynesia. 
But slowly, ever slowly, visitors 
are realizing that the many var- 
led islands of Micronesia are a 
perfect place to vacation. 

These modern day “South Sea’ 
travelers no longer bring with 
thea whaling harpoons or calico 
cloth, but instead ete baa 
Cameras, and for the privileged 
few, their amateur radios to en- 
joy the ultimate of a tropical DX- 
pedition. 

For those holding American li- 
censes, transmitting from the 
U.S. territory of Guam, (KH2) of 
the United States’ Commonwealth 
of the Northern Marianas, (KHO), 
1S no problem. Guam with its 
bases 1S a particularly popular 
QTH for hams, especially those 
whose military assignment have

taken thea, 1ef llingly than 
Other Micronesia’, visitors, far 
from what they call home. 

The rest of Micronesia, until 
a few years ago, was included 
with the Northern Marianas in the 
Trust Territory of the Pacific Is- 
lands. Now these other islands 
are 1n transition into three sepa- 
rate countries, The Republic of© 
Palau, (KC6), the Federated 
States of Micronesia, consisting 
of Yap, Truk, Pohnpei and Kosrae, | 
(also KC6), and The Republic of 
the Marshalls, (KX6). These new 
Nations are still in a Semi-in- 
dependent state with the United 
States and right now, some enti- 
ties consider thea U.S. while to 
others, they are foreign. For 
haas wishing to keep up their 
transmission time while visiting 
any of these islands, 1t 1s best 
to check with both parties first 
to see what the current status 
is. 

But Micronesia is tod large 
and diverse to fully discuss al) 
at onece.

It includes a native pop- 
ulation speaking over a half doz- 
en distinct cH tg te and doing 
things according to thelr own par- 
ticular customs. This short in- 
troduction to the forgotten is- 
lands of the Pacific will be fol- 
lowed by a series of reports on 
Micronesia from an amateur radio 
operator's point of view.

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HAR oe | A 2 STATES HAVE 
HIGH RATES OF FATAL CANCERS 


froa The Philadelphia Inquirer, 
Jan. 3, 1988 


TACOMA, Wash. - Amateur radio 
operators in two states appear to 
- have died at abnormally high 
rates from several foras of can- 
cer, suggesting a possible link 
between cancer and electromagnet- 
ic fields, according to data col- 
lected by a state epidemiologist. 

Others cautioned that evi- 
dence of such a link has been in- 
consistent and that other factors 
may be involved. 

Dr. Samuel Milhaa, 
the Washington Nea etaent ey ou 
Cial and Health Services, studied 
the deaths of 2,485 Washington 
and California hae operators be- 
tween 1979 and 1984. 

He reported in the American 
Journal of Epidemiology that 29 
leukemia deaths would be expected 
in a group of people that size, 
but he found 36 deaths. Statisti- 
Cally, he expected to find 72 lya- 
phatic cancers and cancers in 
blood-forming organs, but found 
89. And he expected to find 67.6 
deaths from prostate cancer, but 
found 78. 

The study “indicates that ama- 
teur radio operator licensees in 
Washington state and California 
have Significant excess aortality 
due to acute ayloid leukemia, aul- 
tiple myelosa and perhaps certain 
types of malignant Ap bOne. Mil- 
ham reported. All those diseases 
are foras of cancer 

He said last week that even 
more disturbing studies have coae 
from other scientists. Universi- 
ty of Colorado and University of 
North Carolina studies, for exaa- 
ee have found unusually high 

evels of leukemia among children 
who live near power lines, he 
sald. 

Dr. Noreen Harris, a 
Tacoma-Pierce County Health De- 
partaent epidemiologist, Said 
many questions remain on the 1s- 
sue. "People living near power 
lines may be poor, and other (can- 
cer causing) things may be in 
mek environment, she said.

Leonard Sagan, program manag- 
er for radiation studies at the 
Electric Power Research Institute 
in Palo Alto, Calif., warned that 
Studies like Milhan’s can be ais- 
interpreted. Milham’s finding 
could be simple associations that 
have nothing to do with cancer 
causes among people who work with 
electricity, he said. 

Sagan said his own research 
has not shown whether electricity 
causes cancer. But he said that 
lif it did, it would be rare. “J 
think it would be unfortunate for 
people with children to becone 
overly concerned about this,” he 
Said. "Evidence is weak and in- 
consistent, and in a few years we 
will have better evidence.
